The humble PETITION of John Coile , of

?? ‘y™ 6 ” 11 ‘ he montl1 of March ‘823 went to reside in the above 
house m the parish of Saint George, where he has since earned on business, for 
the support of a large family, in the retail provision line. 

That by an Act of Parliament, the several houses in George's parish are 
charged with a certain Tax, payable yearly, for the building the Church in said 
parish. 

That Your Petitioner has been lately applied to and threatened with law pro- 
ceedings to enforce payment of the Tax for the years 1811, 1812, 1813 1S1A 
1815, 1816, 1817, 1818,1819,1820,1821,1822, 1823, 1824, and for the present 
year 1 025. r 

That Your Petitioner has offered and is ready and willing to pay the Tax that 
became due since Petitioner took said house ; which offer has been refused. 

That Petitioner is unable to bear the expense of Law Proceedings ; and if Your 
Petitioner is compelled to pay such Tax, he has no way whatsoever of being 
reimbursed he having applied to several persons who have an interest in said 
house, to relieve him, but without effect. 



May it please Your Excellency to take Petitioner’s case into Your 
humane consideration, and order whatever shall seem just to Your 
Excellency may be done.

Copy of NOTICE served by the Churchwardens of St. George’s Parish, 
on J. Coile ; dated Dublin, 20th May 1 824. 

Sir, 

YOU are hereby required to pay, under the provisions of the 46th and 54th 
Geo. 3, c. 123 & 78, to the Churchwardens of the parish of St. George, in the 
county and diocese of Dublin, on or before the 31st May 1824 instant, the sum 
of 10/. 10^. due on your house, situate in 115, Great Britain Street, being Church 
Cess for the years 1810, 181 1, 1812, 1813, 1814, >815, 1816, 1817, 1818, 1819, 
1820, 1821, 1822, 1823, and 1824, duly assessed and imposed on your house, 
pursuant to said Acts of Parliament in that case made and provided : And 
you are to take notice, that in case you decline or omit to pay the same on or 
before the day above-mentioned, proceedings will be taken against you for the 
amount, and the reasonable costs and charges for enforcing the same.

blR, 

I HAVE received, and submitted to the Lord Lieutenant, your Memorial 
respecting the payment of a Tax to which certain persons in George’s Parish are 
liable, for the purpose of defraying the expense of building the Church of that 
parish, and praying that you may be exempt from that portion of said tax 
which may be due, from the year 1811 to the time when you became a resident of 
the parish ; and have to acquaint you, that, by His Excellency’s directions, the 
matter was laid before the Law Adviser of the Crown, and that he is of opinion, 
that His Excellency has no power to interfere in the case.
